What the Prisoners Saw 
The stories of Communist atrocities related by

A Job for the State Department 

Senator Hickenlooper, Iowa Republican, is 
right in saying that the Voice of America and 
other agencies of overseas propaganda should 
be kept in the State Department, And it is re- 
assuring to note that in this position he has 
the support of former Democratic Senator Ben- 
ton of Connecticut, who, in his State Department 
days, was in charge of the Voice and once be- 
lieved that propaganda should be the work of 
an independent agency. 

Foreign policy is carried out by the State 
Department. Its diplomats are responsible for 
the tactics, direct or indirect, by which a given 
objective is to be reached. Propaganda must be 
keyed very closely to these methods. If the 
State Department decides, in a given case, that 
a soft approach is most promising, it would be 
well nigh fatal to have an independent propa- 
ganda agency using sledge-hammer tactics. 

Senator McCarthy has been putting on an in- 
tensive show at the expense of the Voice. No 


doubt, the agency has its weak spots. It was 


largely built in a time when it was difficult to 
recruit the best men for Government service. 
So changes doubtless are in order here or there. 
But these can be made without removing the 
agency from the State Department. 

As a matter of fact, McCarthy's attacks might 
be much more effective against an independent. 
agency. He might find it easier to dominate. 
And what the countty wants, after all, is not the 
voice of McCarthy, but the Voice of America. 
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Nickname Free of Charge 

Back in 1933 when the Roosevelt Administra- 
tion gathered economigts and political scientists 
and professors of law in Washington, someone 
dubbed these scholars in government the Brain 
Trust. After several months passed and the tag 
had taken hold, the late Dr. Nicholas Murray 
Butler was asked what he thought of this new- 
fangled experiment in personnel at the national 
capital. Dr. Butler was then president of Colum- 
bia University. Noting that his university had 
furnished its share of the new.group, Dr. Butler 
said bluntly that he thought the Brain Trust was 
a lot better than what it succeeded, namely, the 
Blockhead Trust.’

ONGRATULATIONS are an expression of joy at another’s 

success. They may be expressed by telegram, letter, tele- 

phone or personal contact. 

A telegram assures speed and, since not too much can 
be said, it does not require much thinking. The cost of a 
telegram also is flattering to the receiver, 

A letter is less expensive. 
But it is less speedy. The question is whether what is said 
will be so eloquent as to balance the flattering cost and speed 


of a telegram. 


Congratulations by telephone have their advantages. But 
they also are handicapped by the possibility of the person to 
be congratulated having a busy line as a result of large num- 
bers of persons calling simultaneously to congratulate. 

Congratulations in the shape of the personal contact in- 
volve no expense at all. Nor is time wasted in composition. 
No eloquent passages have to be thought up. There is no 
worry over misspelled words, no looking doubtful ones up in 
dictionaries or humiliating oneself by asking other people how 
to spell them. 

Congratulations by personal contact merely call for modest 
gifts in showing emotion. They require the person doing the 
congratulating to-catch the eye of the person to be congratu- 
lated at à distance and to wave an enthusiastic greeting. 


After this comes the rush forward, brushing aside what- | 
ever is in the way. This is followed by seizing the hand of © 


the person to be congratulated, squeezing it until that person 
feels like crying out in pain, looking the person in the eye, 
shouting, “Gosh that's swell!”
